Governor Wolcott In Tc»tigBtIiig Causes 


of Resignations. 


Washington, Aug. 5 — At the instance 


'of the governor of Massachusetts, Ad- 
jutan^ General Corbin had telegraphed 
General Miles at Ponce, saying that the 
secretary of war wishes to know if 
there is any unusual cause or incident 
connected with the reported resigna- 
tion of the colonel and lieutenant col- 
onel of the Sixth Massachusetts regi- 
ment. 


The report of these resignations was 


to the effect that much friction had 
occurred between the brigade staff and 
the officers of this regiment leading up 
to a large number of resignations by 
the regimental officers. 


Washington, Aug. 6.— The revenue act 


presciibss a tax of two cents on each 
postal order. 
Instructions were Is- 


sued in advance to all money order post- 
offices that this tax was to be collected, 
not by affixing stamps to the orders, 
but by charging 1 cents to the buyers 
of orders in addition to the regular fee. 
The 2 cents are to be accounted for 
separately by postmasters to the au- 
ditor of the postoffice department, and 
the gross amount of the collections, es- 
timated at half a million dollars per 
annum, will be transferred from the 
postal revenue to the internal revenue 
tund quarterly. 


In spite of the plain instructions, or- 


ders are now coming in to the auditor's 
Office with revenue stamps affixed. S.ome 
of them have evidently been affixed and 
cancelled by postmasters, others 
by 


purchasers of money orders; still others, 
and most numerously, by payees when 
they receipt for the money. 
All this 


Is a double payment of tax, for the 
selling postmaster will In every case ba 
required to account for 2 cents on each 
order sold. 
No revenue etamps are In 


any case to be attached to United Btatei 
orders. 


Ceremony Wn* Disappointing.

play, the Bismarck funeral ceremony 
impressed those who beheld It, but In

respects It was disappointing. 


It bore traces of haste and half-hearted- 
ness.

man, the event differed hardly any from 
hundreds of similar functions that may 
be witnessed here any time.

WATERING TUB TROUBLES. 


The granite watering tub erected on 


Main street at large expense by the 
Village: 
Improvement; 
society 
is 
a 


source of trouble as -well as a public 
convenience. The heavy wall built in 
the rear of the tub, both for ornament 
and to protect the lawn from the en- 
croachment of teams, proves very in- 
viting to the "buffalo" element and has 
become one of the chief loafing places 
in the village these warm nights. This 
would be sufficiently annoying to resi- 
dents in the vicinity if those who as- 
semble there w ould bo quiet, but when 
loud, profane and vulgar language is 
added the nuisance becomes too great 
to be patiently borne.

AN ISOLATED "RACE. 


I'be Ainog of Japan, Who Had Never Seen 


a Foreigner. 


Mrs. Mabel Lpomis Todd writes for The 


Century from personal observation an ar- 
ticle entitled "In Aiuo Laud." Mrs. Todd 
says: 


In the summer of 1S9G, as a lay member 


of tho Aiiiherst college expedition which 
visitd northern Japan to view the total 
eclipso of tho sun, I had tho rare oppor- 
tunity of seeing tho absolutely primitive 
*• hairy Aino" of that region. 


In the southern portion of tho island, 


near Hakodate ami Sapporo and about 
Volcano ,bay, travelers have visited theso 
shy and silent pcoplo. But *everal hun- 
dred miles north arc many Ainos who un- 
til the summer of 1896 were strangers to 
tho members of any race but their own or 
the few Japanese who arc establishing 
small fishing villages along the coast. Tho 
dwellers in tho province of KiKmii arc too 
distant to be sought by visitors, and a 
foreign woman, the Japanese officials in- 
forn'tu TUO, had never before reached Kit- 
ami. 


Skirting the rough western coast by 


steamer and rounding Capo Soya, the 
eclipse party located at Esashi, which 
must not be cxrafusod with ;mothor town 
of the same namo nestr Hakodate. 
Tho 


news ol the arrival of straugo white for- 
eigners spread quickly among the neigh- 
boring villages. Walking with stately 
tread, bushy haired find bearded groups o£ 
Ainos often passed the expedition head- 
quarters, apparently looking for nothing 
unusual and giving no evidence of curi- 
osity, yet never failing to see every foreign 
figure within their range. Humbly ac- 
companying thoir lords, women and chil- 
dren, frequently followed, far less impos- 
ing than the men.^Somewhat larger and 
apparently stronger than the Japanese, 
although not taller, the older men are ac- 
tually patriarchal, with long beards and 
masses of thick hair parted in the middle. 
Many faces have a benign and lofty ex- 
pression. 


Driven gradually through ages from tho 


south of Hokkaido, the Ainos are among 
the few races yet retaining in this over- 
civilized world of ours an utterly unspoiled 
simplicity. 
Their origin has never been 


satisfactorily traced, but they were cer- 
tainly in Japan long before the present 
race of Japanese had arrived, and names 
clearly originating in tho Aino tongue are 
etill retained all over tho empire. 
Gentle 


and subservient to the conquering race, it 
is evident that they formerly held more 
egotistic views than now, even fancying 
themselves the center of tho universe, as 
is shown perhaps by an old national song: 
Gods of the sea, open yonr eyes divino. 
Wherever your eyes turn, there echoa the sound 


of the Aino speech.

COOL CUBAN SCOUTS,' 


THEY RENDERED INVALUABLE AID TO 


OUR ARMY AROUND SANTIAGO. 
, 


With Utmost Contempt For Spanish Pick- 


eta They Valued Through tho Clues at 
Will and Kept Shatter routed — How 
Gtirrta Kept Track of Blunco'a I'laui. 


"Tho finest scouts in tho world aro tho 


Cubans." 
This is tho tribute which 


American urniy ollicers pay to tho rugged 
veterans under Garcia. 
General Shafter 


In liis advance on Santiago found them 
iinaluablo. 
l-'rom tho Cuban scouts ho 


learned accurately and long in advance of 
tho movements of tho Spanish forces. 


The methods of tho Cuban swats are 


peculiarly adapted to their own country, 
knowing tho forest and juuglo as thor- 
oughly as the ordinary American knows 
the streets of his native town, they slip 
through tho tangleil mazes of trcus and 
bushes as silently and as swiftly as a 
panther. Of Spanish picket lives they 
have tho utmost contempt. Thoy pass anil 
repass tho dull witu-d sentries at will and 
take up their positions within the enemy's 
lines. 
Sometimes concealed in the bushy 


top o£ a royal palm, sometimes hidden in 
a si:;i>,lo Lush, they squat for hours with- 
out; L.hu'.i'inj,' position, and when thoy 
have learned what they want to know they 
steal quieily back into camp and report. 


In lino of battle the Cubans have not 


made a brilliant showing. It has been 
discovered that they cannot shoot much 
better than tho Spaniards. Armed with 
the nwv rapid firo riilas, they scatter lead 
high and low, rarely stopping to take aim 
and all the tnue shouting blood curdling 
Spanish tr.ths and otherwise working 
themselves into a fury. 
But when scout- 


ing they are far different nion. 


Before the arrival of the American troops 


in Cuba General Garcia was kept con- 
stantly informed of the movements within 
tho pal.-eo of tho captain general in Ha- 
vana, and ho was frequently aware of the 
proposed movements of Spanish troops 
before any hut the highest and most trust- 
ed officers o£ General Blauco's staff had 
been infovmed of his intentions. 


S'-iid a Cuban now in tho United States: 
'•It is surprising that, considering the 


boldness with which tho Cuban spies pro- 
ceed with tLeir investigations, so few of 
them are caught. 
When I was with the 


Cuban army about a year and a half ago, 
much of our most valuable information 
came from an officer in the volunteer 
army who, though of Spanish family, was 
an ardent sympathizer with the Cuban 
cause. 
This officer was stationed in the 


palace in Havana, and ho was so skillful 
in transmitting his report to the Cuban 
headquarters that he retained his place for

ste or eight months. He would havo-been 
there nov,- but for the cowardice of a broth- 
er Cuban who betrayed the volunteer in 
order to save his own life. As it was, tha 
informer, whom we will call Miguel, al- 
though that is not his name, received 
warning in time and escaped to our army, 
where ho now holds an important place. 


"Miguel at first sent his information to 


us by moans of a trusted servant, *vho 
took the dispatahea at night to a point 
outside the city limits, where his messages 
wore concealed in a box underneath a flat 
rock until a member of our army could 
get them. 
The'Spaniards became aware 


after a time that important information 
was being furnished to- the insurgents by 
some ono in authority in the Spanish 
ranks and began an investigation. Miguel 
was consulted among others as to whcthar 
It could possibly be any one connected 
with the volunteer ai'my. 


'•The fact that the suspicions of the 


Spaniards had been aroused caused Miguel 
to look about for safer means of commu- 
nicating with our forces. He finally en- 
listed the services of a daughter of a prod- 
uce merchant who had a stall in the mar- 
ket afc Havana. 


'•The old merchant was a paeiflco, and 


it was therefore not at all difficult for a 
young Cubsta, also supposed to be a paci- 
fico, to gain access to his house in the 
country. 
To make love to the old man's 


daughter was a harder task, but it was 
finally accomplished, and she agreed to 
receive letters for him from a friend in 
Havana, which were to be sent to her for 
convenience sake through her brother, who 
drove the supply wagon which made fre- 
quent trips between the merchant's placo 
of business and his house in tho country. 


"Miguel bought his supplies of this 


gaino merchant, and the scheme worked 
successfully for a long time or up to the 
time tho volunteer was forced to flee from 
Havana. 


"An officer in Blaneo's bodyguard was 


informed by gome ono of the means that 
Miguel had taken to send his information, 
and tho boy who drove tho mule team was 
Intercepted on his way. from the city by 
Spanish soldiers. 
By a fortunate chanco 


Miguel had not sent any word to tho Cu- 
bans that day, but under the fear of the 
punishment threatened by tho Spaniards 
tho boy confessed that he had been in tho 
habit of receiving letters from sonio one in 
Havana. 
Tho boy himself did not know 


from whom they came, as Miguel sent 
them by tho same trusted servant whom 
ho had employed on former occasions, and 
ho represented himself to bo merely a poor 
paciilco, who took this means of commu- 
nicating with his friend in the country. 


"Migticl learned that the boy had been 


intercepted, and knowing that all would 
bo discovered as soon as the Spaniards 
made an investigation, mounted his horse, 
and afjor taking all the equipment ha 
could pack on his horse rode out into tha 
brush and joined our forces." 


There have been many instances of a 


•imilar kind where bravo patriots have 
remained fur months in tho most immi- 
nent danger constantly working for th« 
cause of Cuba libra.

Professor Amea'of Johns Hopkins annu- 
ally illustrates soaie of tho phenomena of 
heat by h4Ving;dBe of'.his students perform 
tho trlcik in front of his class. It is a tire- 
some Job, but it Is perfectly feasible. 


The point which Professor Atnes wishes 


to illustrate is what is known as the me- 
chanical equivalent of heat. It requires 
just so Hiauy foot pounds of work to de- 
velop a. given quantity of heat. By turn- 
ing the paddle in the water at a regular 
speed it is possible to find out just how 
much work is required to raise the tem- 
perature of water one degree. The best 
measurement so far mado, and in fact 
the one which is accepted as the standard 
of tho world, is that which was measured 
in Johns. HtSpkins university. 


Heat is developed in almost any sub- 


stance which is subjected to continuous or 
very violent action. It is an old trick for 
a blacksmith to forge without fire. Long 
continued and violent hammering on two - 
pieces of wire will heat them to such an 
extent that they can be welded together. 
A lead bullet, if shot,directly at a stone 
wall, will develop heat enough by the con- 
tact to melt and fall to the ground a mol- 
ten mass. There aro many other occasions 
wherein this mechanical development of 
icat becomes manifest.—Philadelphia In- 
quirer.

CAMP AT PICNIC ISLAND. 


bai'kfi.tion of troops, which is to take 
place as soon as the transports arrive. 
Fortunately for tbe comfort of tho sol- 
diers iu this torrid weather, the officers 
allow them great license iu tho matter 
of uniforms, and they are frequently to 
be met divested of their coats, with shirt 
sleeves rolled up. Yesterday I saw the 
Sixty-ninth New York while on one 
of its long serniweekly marches. 
They 


woro slouch hats, but no coats, and had 
their sleeves rolled up to the elbow. 


Today a draft of 203 men from the 


receiving ehJ^i Vermont at Brooklyn ar- 
rived at the port. Many of the men had 
provided themselves with flags and 
were londly cheered as they stepped 
from the train. la a conversation with 
a noncommissioned officer, who was 
one of the draft, he said they had all 
been well treated eiuce leaving the T\7er- 
raont and had been fed at first class ho- 
tels all the way to Port Tampa. They 
remained here only a short time and 
left oa the mailboat Mascot tor Key 
West, where they would await the ar- 
rival of the transport ships. 


The weather "hero is intensely hot, 


but notwithstanding tho incessant drills 
and frequent marches beneath a burn- 
ing sun tho soldiers and officers appear 
to find, life tolerable. The yotmger sol- 
diers, whose experience of warfare is 
limited to drills, when not on duty 
eeeni as unconcerned as if the business 
ot soldiering in wartimes had not the 
remotest connection with gcenes of dan- 
ger and bloodshed. With the veterans 
it is different, a fact that oaay be either , 
attributed to the sobering effect of 
years or to their experimental knowledge 
of what war really is. Even the fight- 
ing and loss of life at Santiago seem- 
ingly havo only stimulated the ardor of 
the troops, and they all appear to be 
animated by ono wish — to take part in 
the fray and fight for their country, 
whatever the consequences may be to 
themselves personally. 


So far as the officers aro concerned, if 


appearances count for anything, they 
Cud life pleasant here and at Tnmpa. 
At the headquarters hotels at both 
places gayly uniformed 
officers and 


beautiful women may be seen amusing 
themselves on the hotel verandas dur- 
ing the long balmy evenings of this 
subtropical climate. Sometimes they 
dance, and tho soft strains of a waltz or 
the more sympathetic notes of a female 
Voico in song sound like a sweet under- 
tone above tho din that is ever audible 
night or day at this crowded rendezvous 
of our citizen soldiers. 


Doubtless to tho minds of both offi- 


cers and men visions of conflicts loom 
through tho perspective of futurity. 
They probably realize, too, that Cuban 
soil may be saturated with their blood 
and a burial place assigned to them far 
from their homes fyid those that they 
love, But though all this is very proba- 
ble they give 110 sign of gloomy reflec- 
tions or foreboding fears. buS, like brave 
men, as they are, eujoy the present and 
do uot permit prospective events, how- 
ever dreadful, to cloud their demeanors 
or dampen their joys. 


Last evening I went over to Picnic 


island, where there are a number of 
military camps. The soldiers were en- 
joying themselves in strolling alons? tho 
pleasant sandy beach or loitering un- 
concernedly amid the trees. A cool re- 
freshing breeze blew from tho sea and 
thousands of tho military and residents 
of Port Tampa enjoyed themselves, ap- 
parently oblivious of tho existence of 
the many insect pests which make life 
almost unendurable at times in this 
eonthern clime. There wcro bands of 
music, civic as well as regimental, re- 
freshment booths where cooling drinks 
aud pastry were sold p.nd other places 
where more ardent beverages were dis- 
posed of to tho thirsty soldiers, sailors 
and civilians. Life redundant, ardent, 
impetuous, dominated tho place and oue 
under the influence of the prevailing 
excitement and thrill of mere existence 
would bo apt to forget that there were 
inch stem facts as war and death in the 
world.

Abode In a Creek In Kansas. 


"There are trout in Whitney creek, a 


tributary ot Kern river, in Kansas," sairt 
a veteran New York angler, "the like of 
which don't exist in any other water on 
the face of tho globe. Those trout havo 
their abode In the upper waters of tho 
croek, and it is not invaded by any other 
breeds of trout that swarm in tho waters 
below simply because they cannot get'at 
it. About sis miles from the heart of 
Whitney creek there is a waterfall 150 feet 
high. Tho rock down tho face of which 
the water tumbles is solid and smooth 
from base to summit. 
There are no pro- 


truding ledges nor any hollows by means 
of which tho other trout, with leap after 
leap from ledge to lodge and hollow to hol- 
low, 
could scale this precipice, as they do 


nt thousands of high waterfalls elsewhere. 
' Consequently the trout above tho falls 


have never been disturbed by interlopers 
of n different variety, and they live by 
themselves in the pure, cold water, a most 
splendid family of fresh water flsh. 


"These trout aro literally bespangled 


with burnished gold and dashed with spots 
of tho brightest crimson. The first time I 
ever saw one of ihf.se trout I actually 
thought it had boon decorated with flakes 
of gold leaf by its possessor and that it? 
red spots had been heightened in coloi 
with the brush. 
But this is their natxira' 


ornamentation, and when they aro taken 
from the water and the sunlight striken 
them they glitter and sparkle like a harlo 
quiu. They aro called the golden trout. 
1'hoir habits aro tha same as those of tho 
ordinary brootc trout, with all its gamy 
qualities. Their flesh has the same flavor. 
Their splendid bounty is what places them 
at tho bead cf this great piscatorial fam- 
ily, famous for its beauty. How this rare 
variety of trout came to be alone in thoso 
upper waters of Whitney creek is one of 
nature's invptr-rlcs."—Vow Vnrk

CRCEl. TBEA'S'iTIENT OF SOLDIERS. 


Great indignation has been aroused 


by the treatment, which sick and dis- 
abled soldiers received on vessels which 
brought 
them 
to 
New York. 
The 


cruelty and neglect practiced at San- 
tiago, on the field an.- in the hospitals 
present a shameful record of details. 


Miss Janet Jennings of the Red Cross 


in Cuba returned to New York with 
the sick soldiers on the Seneca. 
"I 


have no criticisms to maite on the 
Surscon General of the Army," said 
Mii-s Jennings, after telling the story 
of h2r observations to the president, 
"but If I failed to state the facts I 
ehnuliZ fail in my duty to our soldiers 
In Cuba. There are no braver men liv- 
ing, no braver men dying. The hard 
erne! ;iart of it is that great suffering 
and haidship are caused by incompe- 
tence or indifference, or both. 
Those 


of Us who have been at the front know 
the necessities of war must cause great 
suffering, even when the best is done 
to modify existing conditions. 
But 


there was no excuse for sending the 
wftnded on the Seneca—no excuse for 
using the Seneca without first making 
the ship decent and fairly comfortable 
—and absolutely no excuse for sending 
her off without proper supplies. It was 
a great \vrong, and the wrong has been 
repeated in the Concho, the Alamo and 
the Leona, which ha\e since arrived in 
New York from Cuba, in even a worse 
condition than the Seneca." 


Through the efforts of this energetic 


woman an investigation wil- be held 
without delay, and the brutality shown 
to have been practiced will be held up 
to the scorn of the nation. 


It's discouraging work trying to keep 
the city in any kind of streets, to say 
nothing of good streets, when every 
storm that comes along can undo more 
than the street department can do in 
a week.

They Do Not All Agree With Him OB tho 


Banger of Contract Labor law Violation* 
In 
Hawaii—Should Federation Head- 


quarters Be Moved From Washington? 


NEW YOKE, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Labor 


men in this town havo been saying a good 
deal tho last for,- days about tho recent ut- 
terances of Samuel Gompors, president of 
tho American Federation of Labor, rela- 
tive to tho coming close of hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 
Mr. 


Gompors seems much concerned lefit tho 
contract labor law of this country bo not 
enforced in Hawaii and any other colonial 
territory that may conio under our flag. 


All through tho period of agitation re- 


garding tho annotation of Hawaii Mr. 
Gompers was in opposition to those who 
desired to add those isles of the sea to 
Uiiclu Sam's po^cssiouo, iiinl his main 
contention against annexation was exact- 
ly along tho lines of his utterances abovo 
referred to. Ho was afraid that since 
oooly labor is now extensively employed 
in Hawaii it would bo used as a back 
door, so to speak, for tho introduction of 
cooly labor into this country, and that 
through this means tho Pacific coast would 
soon bo overrun with Chinese cheap labor, 
to tho great detriment of white working- 
men there. Those who know Mr. Uom- 
pcrs best believe that ho was entirely sin- 
ccra in all that he said upon this point, 
and yet there t\ie few among those- identi- 
fied with''organized labor," in this city 
at least, who share his fears or who bo- 
lieve the danger which he now professes 
to discern is of real importance. Hero in 
New York it is held that matters of much 
greater moment than contract labor in 
the islands are awaiting the consideration 
of labor leaders. 


KeaOJnatment Ahead. 


These men feel certain that there will 


be more or less of a change in industrial 
conditions after the signing of tho peace 
treaty. They "ocllevo that one of two 
things will happen—general business is 
either going to experience an almost un- 
precedented boom or it is going to fall flat. 
Like most of the men of affairs in this 
city, they believe all signs point to a gen- 
eral stimulation of business, and that will 
Buroly improve tho labor market. 
But 


whatever occurs, they declare that the 
nost two or three years are sure to be im- 
portant ones for organized labor. 


A man whose name is known in labor 


circles from ocean to ocean said to the 
writer this morning: 


"The probability is that new enterprises 


requiring tho services of many skilled 
American workmen will shortly be estab- 
lished in both Cuba and Porto Rico, to 
say nothing of Hawaii or the Philippines, 
and this will cause a demand for labor 
that will surely tend to increase wages. 
Evea should it be found that American 
bred workingmcn cannot live permanent-1 
ly in tropical climates, which is by no 
means sure, once proper sanitation is in- 
troduced, there will still be a greatly in- 
creased demand from all theso islands for 
American made goods, since their trade, 
which has perforce been chiefly with Spain 
hitherto, will now be free to follow its 
natural course. Thus millions of dollars 
that wcro formerly sent to Spain for man- 
ufactured products must now inevitably 
be sent here. This will certainly increase 
the output of all sorts of American manu- 
factured articles, ami quite as certainly 
increase the number of employees and put 
up their wages. 


Work For tabor Organizer*. 


"Conceding this, it seems clear that la- 


bor leaders everywhere should now be pro- 
paring to strengthen their organizations 
in every possible way, so that the wane 
earners of the country may reap every 
available benefit; from the coming quick- 
ening of the country's industrial'pulsed 


"By doing this tho heads of all the 


great national unions can be of vastly 
more benefit to tho rank and file than by 
worrying or talking about subjects so 
closely allied to politics as the policy to be 
adopted with regard to cooly labor in the 
far east. Whether the true situation will 
he comprehended in time to accomplish all 
that is possible is a question that can be 
answered only with the lapse of time. 
Tho fact that the headquarters of the two 
greatest labor organizations in the coun- 
try, tho Knights of Labor and the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, are located in 
Washington is decidedly against the sort 
of answer thinking friends of organized 
labor desire. 
"I take this ground because the very 


air of the national capital is necessarily 
saturated with politics, and both Mr. Gom- 
pers cf the Federation and Mr. Hayes of 
tho Knights of Labor, being human like 
all tho rest of us, must inevitably be 
sv/ayed income degree by their environ- 
ments. No man can breothe the Washing- 
ton air continuously for' any considerable 
period without taking the view, conscious- 
ly or otherwise, that political considera- 
tions outweigh all others. This, it seems 
to me, is what has occurred in the case of 
my friend Gompers, and I am sure that 
thoughtful labor organization men in this 
town agree with me that tho headquarters 
should be rcmwcd from tho political cap- 
ital to ona of tho great industrial centers, 


Anywhere but Washington* 


"Any of tho great cities, New York, 


Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, 
etc., would bo a much bettor location foi 
tho Federation headquarters than Wash- 
ington. In any of these cities tho office 
V7ould be in close acd immediate touch 
with hundreds of thousands of wage earn- 
ers in all branches of industry, the true 
mission of tho labor union—to alleviate 
the conditions of tho workingman—would 
bo in no danger of being overshadowed by 
considerations of an entirely different na- 
ture, questions at issuo between employ- 
ers and employees • -Id bo investigated 
with far greater j 
tnoss than now,

Federation could be carried on much more 
satisfactorily than it is. 


"So strong ore my feelings on this sub- 


ject that I do not hesitate to express tho 
fear that labor unions generally will suf- 
fer woefully unless the change be made, 
Tho only argument of any prominence 
ever advanced in favor of headquarters at 
Washington is that national legislation 
in favor of labor can be more easily pro- 
cured if tho officials of the Federation are 
permanently on tho ground. But I do not] 
tnink their achievements smco huaaquur-| 
turs were moved to tho capital have been 
of sufficient consequence to justify that, 
argument, or, in fact, that any legislation 
of real value to tho body of worklngmen 
has been secured that conld not have been 
fiat through with the Federation bead-1 
quarters at any one of the groat indus- 
trial Cities.''

of New Hampshire Recruit*. 


•When the civil war broke out and tho , 


call la the north went forth for voHin- I 
teers, no bounties were paid, and nearly 
1,000,000 men volunteered with no more 
pecuniary inducement than the regular 
army pay. After a time, however, volun- 
teering languished, and to stimulate en- 
listments bounties were offered by tho na- 
tion, tho state and the cities anCtowns. 
This not bringing forward recruits in suf- 
ficient numbers, the draft was resorted to. 
Drafted men wore paid smaller bounties 
or none at all, and this fact sent uf.o the 
service as volunteers many who were lia- 
ble to conscription. 


Men who were drafted of ton. when able, 


procured substitutes, paying at first 8100, 
then §300, then §300, and finally, as avail- 
able substitutes grew scarce, much larger 
amounts. Many cities and towns obtained 
the recruits needed to fill their quotas tin- 
der the various calls for troops by enlist- 
ments in other localities, as men who were 
•willing to enlist wanted to be credited to 
tho places that would give them the most 
money. The procuring of men to serve as 
substitutes and to make up deficient 
quotas grew into a business of itself, and 
a very profitable one at that. "Substitute 
brokers" q-aiokly appeared in great num- 
bers all' over the north, and they made 
•normous profits by agreeing to fill quotas

whom they had induced to enlist on the 
payment ot amounts much smaller than 
those offered by the towns. 


One of the results of the payment of big 


bounties was the coming into existence of 
n class knovs n as "bounty jumpers. 
ihe 


various bounties and gratuities toward tho 
end of tho war rarely aggregated less than 
$1,000 per recruit^ and a .great many hard 
characters took advantage of this national, 
state and municipal liberality by enlist- 
ing, 
gettiag thoraonay and deserting at 


the first opportunity. It i? on record that 
some of these men "jumped" their boun- 
ties as many as 20 times, each time clear- 
ing from 81,000 upward. Generally the 
desertions ware effected at the state camps, 
where recruits wore herded until called to 
the front. Sometimes, however, the boun- 
ty jumpers did not get away until they 
had been sent to regiments in the field. 
Uusually tho deserters left singly, as op- 
portunities aroke, but onoe in awhile 
many would mako a simultaneous break. 


\n, instance qf tha last mentioned sort 


occurred in Boston, which" created a sensa- 
tion at the time, 
On Aug. 31, 180-1, 4aO 


recruits for the First Savi H««jpshire cav- 
alry under command of Major Cumrotngs 
and guarded by o company of tho Veteran 
Reserve corps, arrive'd in this city by spe 
cial train from Concord. They had al 
been paid their big bounties the day be 
fore and were to bail from this port 10 
Washington on the United States trans- j 
port steamer Constitution. Arriving in 
the old Boston and Maine station at ll 
o'clock in the morning, they were taken 
under convoy by a detachment of troops 
from tha Beach "street barracks and a de- 
tail of police and started on their march 
to Battery wharf, where the Constitution 
lay waiting to receive them. 


A great crowd, which, as The Herald of 


thenesfc day averred, "consisted mainly 
of tbo lowest characters from north end, 
gathered around the detachment as soon 
as it Iqit the station, and immediately it 
got Into Baymarket square scores of the 
recruits throw away their knapsacks, blan- 
kets, coats, caps and canteens and started 
on the run In ovory direction, their escape 
being covered by the toughs, who sur- 
rounded tho guards and prevented them 
from firing on tho deserters. The police 
pursued and caught ft number of the flee- 
ing roon, whom tb.fr brought back to the 
officer in cprowand, but about 85 succeed- 
ed in getting awi»y. 
Tho remainder were marched down 


Biackstono to Commercial street am 
thence to the wharf, but on the way still 
moro of them escaped from tho ranks 
whiln nt.hpra flunK away their clothing and 
equipments, until tho pavement, along "»« I 
route ot march was fairly carpeted. Many ] 
hurled their canteens at tho officers, and 
ono lieutenant was struck over tho head 
with a beer bottle and knocked senseless 
At tho wharf two men broke away and 
jumped overboard, and tho iguord fired at 
them, wounding one so badly that ho was 
easily captured and killing tho other, who 
immediately sank. It IB hardly necessary 
to add that the steamer did not lingor at 
tho wharf after bur unruly passengers 
wcro aboard.

Paris, July 16.—Automobile parties are 


the fad of the hour in Paris. The ar- 
rest of the Duehesse d'Uzes and her son 
for automobile scorching and the much 
talked of Automobile club's exhibition 
but published to the world what any 
one with eyes might have long ago no- 
ticed—that the automobile bids fair to 
become as popular with the rich and 
fashionable as is the bicycle with the 
populace.

PLAYHOUSE 
LITTLE FOLKS. 


It is usually either the attic or the 


cellar to which children in families of 
moderate circumstances are relegated 
for their playtime, particularly on rainy 
days. Most town houses are limited as 
to room. Besides, there is the baby's 
slumber, grandma's nerves or mother's 
headache to be considered when noisy 
games are being played, to say nothing 
of objections to the confusion and un- 
tidiness which any healthy, romping 
child will lea\e in his wake when ab- 
sorbed in a lively game. No wonder the 
youngsters in the average family feel 
as if the hand of every one was against 
them. A rainy day is a sore trial for 
most children and is generally the time 
that develops all the crossness and 
naughtiness of the week. 


A children's summer playhouse that 


combined utility with ornamental quali- 
ties v:as recently made by a. thoughtful 
father of four lively children. Indeed so 
great a success was the playhouse that 
the older members of the family con- 
sidered it a privilege to be permitted to 
join the little ones on warm afternoons. 


The playhouse to those who did not 


know its use looked very much like a 
pretty and substantial summer house. 
It was built of red cedar, although any 
other rough, picturesque wood would 
have served the purpose, the wood be- 
ing cut from trees on a well wooded 
hill a few miles away from the little 
country town near New York in which 
the family lives. A man in the town 
who did odd carpentering work under 
the direction of the head of the house- 
hold did'all the hard work. Six of the 
posts for uprights for the sides were 
cut 14 feet long and when erected were 
sunk throe feet in the ground. Four up- 
rights, two for the front and two for 
the rear of the summer house, were cut 
12 feet long and also sunk three feet in 
the ground. The corner 
posts were 


planted s'o that they outlined an oblong 
12 by 14 feet. Three feet each side of the 
corner posts were planted other posts, 
those 12 feet long being placed on the 
12 foot side of the oblong, so that they 
would fnrm sunnorts for the front nnd 
rear of the playhouse.. 


Small grooves or supports were cut 


Into the top of the posts, and into these 
was laid another vertical 12 foot pole 
to make a crosspiece. On the center of 
this went a vertical three foot piece, 
notched to support two oblique pieces 
coming from the corners inside the cor- 
ner posts. 


The ridgepole was laid from end to 


«nd upon a support on the triangular 
end pieces, all the wood being, of course, 
securely fastened with nails. Poles 14 
f>et long stretched along the top of the 
side of the rustic house and with the 
ridgepole formed the skeleton -for the 
roof. 
The roof was of bark covered 


lengths of wood laid with the flat side 
to form the celling and the rough bark 
outside- overlapping to protect it from 
th" wontlK-r. 


One foot from the ground other cross 


poll's \\CTH placed alonp the- sides of 
thf house to support the floor, which 
was made of plain pine boards. Three 
feet Irorr. the door a pole 14 feet long 


was run along the side of the house, and 
on supports attached to this a wide, 
stout board was run to make a resting 
place for the children or their toys. 


Two feet above the seat and outside 


the playhouse a bark covered board was 
run to be used as a shelf for flowers. 
Rough branches of trees to fill in tha 
openings at the eaves and the lower 
part of the rustic house added greatly 
to its beauty. At the end left open for 
the door two poles stretched half way 
below the railing to the ground. Out- 
side the door were sunk two short, stout 
posts,

If, when plac- 
ed in the oven, it blackens, the oven is 
too hot. I£ it merely turns a light brown, 
the heat is correct for pastry. The tem- 


soap and a wineglassful of vinegar. Boil 
together till the soap has dissolved, 
leave till cold and then apply the prep- 
aration to the scorched linen.

To clean suede gloves place them on

Water For Laundry Purposes. 


It goes without saying that the most 


important requisite for laundry pur- 
poses is water. The water thus used is 
of course always fresh in distinction to 
salt. There is a preparation known as 
"salt writer soap" specially made for 
sailors' washing when on long voyages, 
although the average sailor considers 
that the best way to wash clothes is to 
fasten his "week's wash" to a line, 
heave it overboard and keep it in tow 
all day, and Jack is satisfied.

water, if you live in the country- In 
towns, although you may have a good 
supply of this soft water, there are usu- 
ally so much soot and dust in the at- 
mosphere that it is practically unfit for 
use in the laundry. One has to fall back 
on th"i water supply, which may be hard 


tion of an alkali. It is unnecessary to 
explain the chemical change that causes 
the first, but you may have noticed a 
fur" on the inside of boilers and ket- 
tles. This is the lime or chalk that 
makes the water hard. 


But all hardness cannot be removed 


in this way, and we must use some oth- 
er means. The alkalis mostly in use are 
soda and borax. 


Soda must be used with discretion, 


else it will weaken the fibers of clothes 
as well as cause discoloration. Certain 
colors are sure to "run" and fade if 
brought in contact with soda. Still, 
used in moderation, soda has much to 
recommend it, for it not only softens 
hard water, but, being a solvent of fat- 
ty acids, it loosens the dirt, which is 
then easily washed out. Soda should al- 
ways be stored in an airtight tin. 


A Successful Dinner Giver. 


Lady Jeune, who gives the most suc- 


cessful dinner parties in London, thinks 
that paities up to the number of 12 are 
the best as making possible interchange 
of general conversation. But by inviting 
only 12 the average hostess would never 
get through her dinner list in the sea- 
son.

colander into a basin. Beat the eggs 
well, pick the sultanas and throw them 
into the bread, then add the suet and 
sugar.

Put 
into boiling water and cook for two 
hours. Turn out carefully on to a hot 
dish.

Summer Flowers 


FOP tfie Ta&fe. 


Poppies, with their graceful shapea 


and delicate yet brilliant tints, form • 
most ethereal decoration. 
They ar« 


very effective grouped in vases of grad- 
uated sizes, rising one above the other 
to form a pyramid, and they require no 
foliage beyond their own crinkly budg 
and hairy leaves. The small Iceland 
poppies—orange, white and yellow- 
may also be turned to good account. 
They blend admirably with mignonette 
or white pansies. A hackneyed 
but 


nevertheless 
always acceptable 
com- 


bination consists of the common scar- 
let field poppy, with oxeye daisies anct 
cornflowers, to city guests, at any rate, 
these being welcome suggestions of tha 
country. 


Useful foundations for all flowers in 


summer may be found in asparagus or 
carrot leaves. Beet root leaves, again, 
are most effective or the deep foliage 
of the copper beech. Both of the last 
named mix particularly well with flams 
colored nasturtiums or with the feath- 
ery sprays of the yellow canariensis. A) 
tall trumpet shaped vase of gladiolus 
is a very gorgeous centerpiece, 
sur- 


rounding wnich long spikes of the sama 
may be laid flat upon the table, radiat- 
ing from the middle in. the form of 3 
star. The same idea may be carried out 
with the brilliant cobalt blue of the old 
fashioned delphiniums or with the calla 
lily, only in dealing with the latter a 
foundation of colored silk should be in- 
troduced in order

A deliciously cool looking summer 


decoration may be carried out entirely 
in green. Sprays of oak, young maple 
just tinged with red, an abundance of 
twining tendrils of Virginia creeper 
and half a dozen vases of ribbon grass 
are all that is required, and just a dash 
of color may be added by placing tha 
dessert dishes of strawberries or cher- 
ries upon the table. 


People living near a stream may hav<S 


a water lily table. For this a strip ot 
looking glass should be procured. Flow- 
ers and leaves should edge it round, a 
few being laid carelessly upon the glass 
itself, and others may float naturally 
upon the surface of clear glass bowls 
filled with water dotted about here and 
there, and a vase of ferns may form the 
center. 


Endless suggestions might be further 


made as to the best methods of em- 
ploying the different annuals, such as 
mallows, coreopsis, nemophila or esch- 
srholtzia. but people who rpallv love 
flowers will soon learn how to handlo 
them and to do justice to their in- 
dividual peculiarities.

The first shower occurred at about 


5 o'clock in the afternoon and was ac- 
companied by a gale. 
The rain fell 


in torrents and the gutters were soon 
transformed into roaring brooks. The 
tlag staff on the 
Adams 
National 


bank building was blown down and 
fell toward Main street. 
It caught 


on a wire, which with the weight of 
the base of the pole and the timbers 
to which it \vas fastened on the roof 
kept it from dropping 
to the side- 


walk. Men were promptly sent to the 
top of the building and the staff was 
hauled back 
upon 
the 
roof. 
On 


Quincy street a tamarack tree near 
N. B. Flood's house was blown over, 
the roots beinjr torn from the ground. 
The tree, about 14 inches in diame- 
ter and probably 
40 feet high, was 


covered 
with a heavy 
growth of 


woodbine. The tree fell to the north 
very close to Mr. Flood's house, but 
did not touch it. The top struck an 
apple tree and 
broke 
many of its 


limbs down. This checked the fall of 
the tree and 
a 
picket fence over 


which it fell was not broken. It was 
very fortunate that the tree did not 
fall upon the house, which is only a 
story and a half high and would have 
been badly damaged if the tree had 
hit it. 


A partly dead maple tree at T. G. 


Fillebrown's place, 134 River street, 
was broken off about 10 feet from the 
ground. 
The top 
fell 
close to Mr. 


Fillebrowne's steps and those of ihe 
next house, but did no damage. 
A 


tree blew down at the city farm and 
another was blown down on the hill 
toward the reservoir. This struck the 
telephone wire running to the Notch 
reservoir and took down six sections 
of it. 


Another heavy shower occurred at 


6 o'clock, but there was not so much 
wind with this. 
The 
rainfall was 


very heavy and the streets in many 
parts of the city were badly washed.

The fire alarm 
was 
struck at 8 


o'clock to ascertain if it was all right, 
causing some to fear that flood was 
to be followed by fire. There was a 
great deal of lightning

burned out. 


Streets were littered with branches 
of trees in all parts of the city. Later 
a steady rain set in and continued all 
night, making this the most notable 
storm of the season. 


STORMS OF SANTIAGO. 


No Chance to Get Dry, and Boys Look 


Like Tramps. 


The following letter from James A. 


Campbell has been received by his sis- 
ter in Adams, telling more of the life 
of the boys. It was Kent after the sur- 
render: 


In seige at Santiago, July 13, 1898. 


My dear sister:— 


Yours of the 28th of June received 


night before last and you cannot imag- 
ine how pleased I was to hear from 
home. 


We are getting mail about onee a 


week now, and 1 hope it will continue 
to come as ofti'ii if not oftener. 


Have had one little seray since I 


wrote you last, but there was only one 
man wounded on our side and none 
killed. There is no doubt but what 
there will be a speedy surrender as 
thf* Spaniards are completely surround- 
ed, tien. Miles lias arrived with 11,000 
troops and artillery and if they do not 
surrender the city will certainly be 
demolished, which seems too bad as it 
is ,i pi i-tly plat <• and lias suine fine 
buildings. 


Monday night we had 
one of the 


fiercest storms I ever knew. The thun- 
der and lightning was terrific, the rain 
came down in torrents and we did not 
know but we were to be swept off the 
island by water and not by Spaniards. 


I was on guard and had two rubber 


ponchoes and both were wet through, 


t would not have been so bad if we 
ould only have got dried, but that was 
rnpossible. The rain kept up till after 
linner, and to crown it all, about 9 
a., m. we were ordered to pack up and 
move, and we were a sorry looking lot 
of men. (I shall have to borrow some 
paper before I can finish this.) 


You ought to see some of the boys 


now who are so immaculate at hom>-. 
[ believe if any one of us were to find 
our way into an American city we 
would be arrested on a charge of va- 
rancy. 
Lieut. Crosier is acting now as bat- 


tallion adjutant in place of Lieut. Moy- 
nahan who was wounded. 


I enclose a few pieces of rose-wood 


taken from an old mansion about three 
miles from Santiago. Remember me 
to all my friends.
